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AGRICULTURAL 
DAMAGE IS 
SPOTTY 


PORTERVILLE, July 31 — The 
freak summer thunderstorm that 
moved through Tulare county, and 
other areas of the San Joaquin 
valley, Tuesday, brought spotty 
but not generally serious damage 
to agriculture in the county. 

In the area west of Porterville, 
some walnut trees were blown 
over, or limbs broken; nuts were 
blown from the trees, and wind, 
and hail in some. areas, damaged 
deciduous fruits, citrus, grapes, 
and olivse. 

Perhaps hardest hit was the 
Terra Bella district, where a min- 
iature “twister” moved through 
the area, and where short, but 
heavy hail storms were reported. 

At the Joe Bekel ranch, a euca- 
lyptus tree blew over onto the 
ranch house and virtually flatten- 
ed it; at the Sunland Olive plant, 
an estimated $8,000 wind damage 
is reported; at the Dave Zigman 
ranch wind smashed sections of 
brooder houses with an estimated 
loss of 1,000 to 1,500 small tur- 
keys.

ee: varying amounts, up to more 
than a quarter inch, were report- 
ed from ranches in the district. 

More than 100 fires were start- 
de by the storm between Aukland 
and Greenhorn; serious local fires 
developed on the Ray Hutchinson 
and Vernon. Gill ranches near 
Springville, where more than 1,- 
200 acres were burned; on the top 
of Rocky hill, where~about 400 
acres burned, and on the bare hill 
just south of Rocky, where more 
than 300 acres burned. 

With foothill ranchers joining 
state crews and outside personnel 
brought: in from as far south as 
San Diego, many fires starting 
from lightning strikes were 
brought under control before the 
situation became serious. 


In the Sequoia National Forest 
several fires started, but all were 
controlled with no appreciable 
loss. "

tional procedures in English speak- 

ing nations. 

Tall and good looking, the broth- 
er chatted amiably concerning, for 
example, the international situa- 
tion, and ventured the opinion that 
the United Nations is a good or- 
ganization but needs more active 
and more positive support from 
member nations. 

He cited the leadership in the 
United Nations of the Scandinav- 
ian representatives, such as the 
current secretary - general, Dag 
Hammarskjold of Sweden, and his 
predecessor, Trygve Lie of Nor- 
way. He voiced some apprehen- 
sion concerning the aims of Rus- 
sia and communism in general, 
but expressed faith in democratic 
institutions. 

He said there is a communist 
party in Sweden, but its force is 
nil and its effect.is negligible. He 
expressed faith in the eventual 
victory of the freedom of the West 
over the oppression of the Iron 
Curtain as particularly exempli- 
fied in the vast difference be- 
tween East and West Sankeny, 

In commenting on their impres- 
sions of this country, both Rune 
and Ingegerd expressed delight at 
the apparent bountiful supply of 
California sunshine. They said 85 
degrees means a heat wave in 
Sweden and the summer season is 
comparatively short. They were 
impressed, too, by the availability 
of fresh fruits and vegetables here, 
particulraly citrus fruits, which 
are extremely difficult to obtain 
in the Scandinavian countries. 

They commented that Sweden’s 
principal agricultural production 
consists of grains, with some hard 
fruits such as apples and others 
that thrive better in a cooler cli- 
mate with a shorter growing sea- 
son. 

One of the greatest problems for 
young people in Stockholm these 
days, Rune declared, is finding a 
place to live. Although apart- 
ments are being constructed as 
rapidly as possible, waits of five to 
six years for q flat are not uncom- 
mon. Many young couples must 
postpone marriage because of the 
lack of housing. The rural areas 
of his nation, however, do not 
have that problem, the young 
Swede hastened to add. 


As in this country, muea of 


Sweden’s population has shifted 
from the country to the city in the 
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past 20 years, Rune said, which 
naturally complicates the housing 
problem in the urban areas. He N f 
estimated that the population now 

is about evenly divided between 

the country and the city, with pos- 

sibly the rurai areas having a very 

slight edge. : 


In the Swedish schools, the Eng- 
lish language is compulsory from 
12 years of age, and most students 
take four years of it. Being an 
instructor of English, Rune dis- 
played an excellent command of 


it. Sister Ingegerd, who is em-- 
ployed in the royal library in 
Stockholm, had slightly more trou- te 
ble expressing herself, but was sé 
also fairly adept. it 
The two had not had time to c 
formulate lasting impressions of w 
this country by the time they ar- fe 
rived at the Lindsay home of the te 
Newmans. They had spent five 
days in New York “ity immediate- Pt 
ly after their arrival in the United - ‘ fe 
States, and from New York flew T 
directly to California.
